Btfers had been in ambush in a deen 
nullah over night and so well hidden 
that the leading scouts passed over the 
drifts without discovering them.

"Many' drivers were killed at short 


ran£:e. 


"Seven guns were captured and all 


baggage. 


"The casualties include 200 missing. 
"General French with, two cavalry 


brigades was sent with the Ninth div- 
ision to support Broadwucd. 


"The strength of the enemv is 10,000 


with guns.

"Colonel Broadwood marched to the 


Bloemfontein waterworks, south of the 
Modder, where he encamped at 4 this 
morning. 


"At early dawn the camp was shelled 


*y the enemy from a near point Col- 


•net Broadwood sent off a oonvoy wltll 
the batteries, while the rest of the force 
remained to act as a r<£flr guard, 


"The convoy arrived at a deep spruit, 


Where tfie Boers \v ere concealed, and the 
entire body walked into ambush and was 
captured, together with six guns. 


"The loss of life was not great, since 


most of the British had walkpd into the 
trap before a shot was fired. 


"General Colville's division, which left 


Bloemfontein, early this morning, ar- 
rived here at noon-and he is now shelling 
the Boers."

Manila, April 2—The just completed 


health department gives the city un- 
pleasant high rank among the un- 
healthful cities of the world. 


It establishes the death rats at some- 


thing over 40*per cent at a conserva- 
tive estimate. 


The former estimates of the census 


always gave Manila 300,000 population. 
This census contained cartful count 
of the natives and Chinese living in 
buildings and boats in the police dis- 
tricts of Manila and gave the total of 
180,714, of whom 30,000 were Chinamen. 
There are to be added the inhabitants 
of the severa Milages within the city 
limits, the Americans and Burooeans 
and 1400 priests in the monasteries. 


Prom reliable information the offic- 


ials estimate their number between 
50,000 and 60,000 


The deaths in Ma,nila officially re- 


ported during the s\a months from 
July 1 to December 31 last year were 
6,203. Of these 2,941 were children. 


Some of the causes were: Berri-ber- 


ri, 507; tuberculosis, 385; tronchitis, 
314; 
dysentery, 229; fevers, 287. Stom- 


ach troubles ranked hislu 


Manila now has three diseases epi- 


demic which would throw an average 
community into panic, 
the 
bubonic 


plague, berri-berri and small pox. 


Bern-berir results from the diet of 


fish and rice, so the whites do not fear 
it. 


The smallpox and leprosy the Philip- 


pines always have, and the people look 
upon them as a matter of course and 
avoid direct contact, but hardly glvine 
a second thought to their presence in 
the neighborhood. 


Small pox flourishes in some parts of 


Luzon constantly. 


Ha.lf the natives in the country dis- 


tricts are pitted with it and mothers 
try to get their children infected with 
it, under the belief that it is less dan- 
geroiust to the young. 


Towns along the northern coast and 


on the railroad between Manila and 
Dag-upan are full of smallpox now. 


General Bells' famous volunteer regi^. 


ment, the 36th, is suffering from the 
epidemic. 


Lieutenant Toncray and Lieutenant 


Wing, both o€ whom were Tennessee- 
ans, the former holding a commision 
as captain in the Tennessee volunteers, 
and several soldiers have died and 
there are other cases in the regiments. 


The easy-going native and Spaniard 


have r>aid so little attention to leprosy 
that the Philippines have never been 
noted for that disease, but there are 
more than 100 lepers in the Manila hos- 
pitals. 


The bubonic plague is a visitor to 


which distance lends terror. 


Two months ago the first case was 


discovered in Manila. Since that time 
there have been 200 cases, according: to 
the estimates of the health officers, and 
at least 80 per cent of them resulted 
fatally. 


Yet there has been no panic and no 


families fled from the city, nor has 
the usual routine of life in the city 
been disturbed. 


Hepressive measures by the health 


officers have been comparatively sim- 
ple, 
but havep roved remarkably effect- 


ive, considering the conditions thev 
had to fight. 


Their aim has been to make the city 


clean and keep it clean. 


This is the last thing the masses of 


the Filipinos and Chinamen propose 
to do if they can avoid it.

Masun, Clay and Culberson, and prob- 
ably by other s->T>ators. 
There will be 


a gr^at rush of speakers towards thp 
close, and the time ullnwod id considered 
too short to accommodate all who will 
desire to be heard. 


There Is, however, no disposition to 


extend the time agreed upon for taking 
the vote. 
All but two of the committee 


amendments have been agreed to by tho 
senate. 
These two relate to a delegate 


in congress and to citizenship. 
The 


friends of the bill count upon its passage 
by a handsome majority, but it is now 
expected that seven Republican votes 
will be onst against it, the seven com- 
prising Senators Davis, Hoar, Mason, 
Nelson, Proctor, Simon and Wellington. 
Semator McEnery (Dem.) and some in- 
dependent senators will vote for the 
measure, but until ths exact number of 
such vote is known the majority for the 
bill cannot be predicted. 


The taking of the vote on the Puerto 


Rican bill will displace the Quay resolu- 
tion, which was set for tomorrow, and 
Senator Ciiandler, chairman of the com- 
mittee on elections, has given notice that 
he will postpone calling1 it up until Wed- 
nesday. 
The committee will adjourn 


the Clark hearing, in order to give its 
attention to the Quay resolution Wed- 
nesday, but as it is not expected that the 
latter matter can be disposed of in one 
day, it is probable that the necessity for 
going on>with the Clark case after Wed- 
nesday will cause another postpone- 
ment, of the Quay resolution. 
There 


are several speeches to be made on the 
Quay case, and there Is quite a, noticeable 
disposition cm the part of some senators 
still further to postpone the vote on it. 
Senator Penrose. however, announces his 
purpose to press the consideration as 
rapidly as possible after It is once taken 
up.

WHAT CUBANS DESIRE 


Senators Find Them Looking 


Forward to Independent 


Government 


Washington, April 2.—Senators Platt 


of Connecticut, Aldrlch and Teller, who 
went to Cuba as a sub-committee of the 
senate for the purpose of personally in- 
vestigating conditions on the island, with 
a view to intelligent action by congress 
with respect to Cuba, have returned to 
Washington. 
Senator Platt, chairman 


of the sub-committee, last night author- 
ized the following statement concerning 
the sub-committee's observations: 


"We enquired aa carefully and com- 


pletely as we could, with the limited tim« 
ait our disposal, into the condition of the 
people of the Island, their needs, and 
the prospect of the establishment of an 
independant, satisfactory and stable gov- 
ernment by and for the people of Cuba, 
We were in Havana five days. We aleo 
visited the province of Pinar del Rio, 
Matansas and Santa Clara,, befng unable 
to go to Santiago and Puerto Principe, 
as we very much wished." 


"We saw and conversed with a great 


many prominent and leading men from 
all portions of th» island, men who rep- 
resented different ideas and interests, 
from intense conservatism to decided 
radicalism, and returned with a much 
better understanding of the problem to 
be solved and the steps to be taken in 
its solution than we could possibly ob- 
tain otherwise than by a personal visit. 
It may be said of all classes in Cuba that 
they are looking to the establishment 
of an independent government, a. Cuban 
republic. 
A few are impatient and wish 


for immediate and complete independ- 
ence.. O'tiiers are less impatient, believ- 
ing that Sufficient time should be taken 
to avoid mistake* and to set up the new 
government upon such a flrm basis as to 
insure its success and permanence. 


"All are looking: forward to th« mu- 


nicipal elections that are to take place 
in the latter part of May, regarding such 
elections as the firat step toward the 
establishment of the new government. 
Much will depend upon the result of these 
elections. 
If they take place without 


disorder and good officiate are elected, 
that will go *ar to prove the capacity of 
the people for self-government, and steps 
can be taken jWHfootit great delay for 
further pnogrijis in that direction. The 
problem is complicated by the fact that 
self-goverannent is an untried experi- 
ment by a people who have had lit- 
tle opportunely to study its principles 
or its details, its necessities or its re- 
sponsibility. 
Many of the more con- 


servative cJMkens and business men, un- 
fortunately, show too much disposition 
to hold aloof. 


"We were very much impressed by the 


evidence's of good administration of the 
affairs of the island under Governor Gen- 
eral Wood. He has a very difficult and 
complicated problem to deal with, con- 
ditions growing out of 300 years of 
Spanish misrule, and the consequent 
character of the people of Cuba making 
every step in its solution embarrassing, 
but we are convinced that he Is the right 
man in the right place, and that his ad- 
ministration, though firm, is as gentle 
as possible, and calculated to lead the 
people wisely to the establishment of 
an Independentgovernmerrt, which shall 
have close relations with our own, and in 
which the Interests both of the people of 
Cuba and the T/nited States shall be 
Burely observed. 
It Is not too much to 


say that the people of Cuba, in respect 
to the formation of a stable and bene- 
ficent government, are very much like 
children who have to be taught and led. 
They regard the United States as their 
friend and teacher, and as a whole are 
quite willing to be guided. 


"There are great possibilities in the 


island. 
It is fertile, has a great natural 


resource and is capable of supporting a 
population four or five times larger than 
it numbers at present. 
On the whole 


there has been marvelous recuperation 
since the declaration of peace, but it 
needs American capital and American 
enterprise which hesitate as yet to go 
there. 
English and German capital 


seems more confident, and is being; in- 
vested. 
Surely our <?«rn people ought to 


have as much confidence in the future of 
Cuba as foreigners havo. 
Or. the whols 


we were much pleasjd and encouraged 
Ths people of the United States anu of 
Cuba should alike exercise patience, be- 
ing assured that therebj progress will be 
most certain,"

Transvaal President's Remarka- 


ble Statement on the War. 


THE BOEB8 "TOL FIGHT TO THE END 


Oom Paul Ha« Ifo Intention of Harm- 


ing tbe Gold Mine* and Says His 
Burxhers Are Not Looter* — Inde- 
pendence the Only Spoil* of War. 
American Sympathy Appreciated.

The New York World commissioned 


Howard 0. Hillegas, whose recent 
book on "Oom Paul's People" has been 
so faYorably received, to interview 
President Kruger, that his side of the 
•war might be presented to the Ameri- 
can public without bins and without 
filtering through the handfe of English- 
men, however impartial. Mr. Hillegas 
arrived at Pretoria abqut the first of 
February, went to the front for several 
days and returned to secure the Inter- 
tview with President Kruger here print- 
ed. This interview was very courte- 
ously brought from Pretoria to New 
'York by Assistant Secretary of the In- 
ferior Webster Davis, who arrived the 
other day. 


State Secretary Reitz Introduced me to the 


president this morning on the veranda of his 


house— that is, if I needed any introduc- 


tion, for I had been presented to him three or 
lour times before. He told him my mission. 


Mr. Kruger instantly recalled that he had sent 


several cablo messages to The World immediately 
preceding the war and inquired: 


"I sent a message to The World say- 


ing that the losses in a war 'would 
.stagger humanity.' The British laugh- 
ed at me and said they would only take 
a month to conquer 'tis. Did those 650 
•dead at Spion Kop and those hundreds 
•who were killed in other battles please 
the British? Are they laughing now? 
;When you came through London, did 
you see much laughter?" 


I told him of the scenes in front of the London 


war bulletin boards, the weeping- relative* and 
the sorrowing friends. He continued: 


"Yes; that is only one side of the pic- 


fture. Here we have the same scenes, 
only our casualties are not so great. 
(Every home in South Africa has been 
desolated, and the war has only begun. 
(Wait until the war is ended, and those 
•who will suffer on account of it will 
be numbered by the hundreds of thou- 
sands. Did Chamberlain and Milner 
and the, capitalists who were back of 
;them think of those things before they 
'drove us to the wall? Are the tears 
fcf widows and orphans to pay for the 
^oldfields?" 


Alter inquiring concerning the health of Presi- 


dent McKinley and the condition of America the 
president asked concerning the opinion ot the 
American people on the subject of the war. 


"Tell the Americans that I appreci- 


ate their expressions of sympathy and 
that I will inform my burghers of it. 
I am greatly pleased to hear that corn- 
•mittees have been formed to raise 
tfunds for our Bed Cross. 
We need 


jnedicines and supplies for the wound- 
ied— not so much for our own wounded, 
tout for tbe many poor British soldiers 
jwho come into our hands. 
It makes 


•my heart bleed to see them suffer, but 
,we cannot help them as much as we 
should like to do because the British 
authorities will not let us bring medi- 
cines or supplies for our local Eed 
Cross through Delagoa Bay." 


Mr. Kruger explained at length the efforts 


which the British authorities made to seal up 
Delagoa Bay and then told of the message he sent 
to Lord Salisbury concerning it. He said he re- 
fused to have any more correspondence with Mr. 
Chamberlain, *but frequently cabled to Lord Sal- 
isbury. In one cablegram he asked Lord Salis- 
bury to «Uow foodstuffs to enter through Delagoa 
Bay or they would be compelled to feed the 3,000 
British prisoners in Pretoria on maize porridge. 


Lord Salisbury did not reply, but a message 


signed "Chamberlain" explained that the em- I 
largo on foodstuffs had been raised three days be- ! 
lore. Mr. Kruger laughed heartily when he told 
that the Chamberlain message was telegraphed 
tack to Lord Salisbury with the -query, "Is this 
jtrue?" Tbe president added: 
, 


"We have not heard from Chamber- ! 


'lain since," and laughed for fully half 
'a minute. 
] 


Secretary Eeitz then told of a second eeries of 


communications between the president and Lord 
Salisbury concerning the prisoners who were taken 
by the British at Douglas, Cape Colony, and 
who, although they became citizens of the Orange 
Free State, are being tried in Cape Town for high 
treason. The president sent a cablegram directly 
to Lord Salisbury demanding that the Douglas 
prisoners be treated only ta prisoners of war and 
not as treasonable subjects of her majesty and 
stated that if they were executed reprisals would 
be made. Lord Salisbury replied that if one of 
the Pretoria prisoners were injured both Presi- 
dent Stepn and President Kruger wonld be hanged 
at the conclusion of the war. 
The president 


thought that was harsh language to use and, ac- 
cording to Mr. Keitz'a statement, replied in effect: 


"Go ahead with your hanging, but i 


remember that your son, Lord Edward 
Cecil, la in Marking." 
| 


Mr. Kruger has had no reply to this message. 


Boin£ one cautioned me not to insinuate by innuen- 
do even that the war could have but one ending, 


__«nd that with the Boers as victors, so I asked 
""cono&ning the progress of the wtr end how it 


coincided with his expectations, 


"My burghers are fighting bravely," 


toe said, with much earnestness, "and 
they will continue to do so until Great 
Britain aaks for peace or withdraws 
her soldiers. We cannot expect to con- 
quer several hundred thousand men in 
a day, but my burghers are going 
ahead rapidly, as you can see by look- 
Ing at the place where we keep our 
prisoners. Even as your forefathers 
fought against great odds in the Revo- 
lutionary war, so are we struggling, 
and even as God was with your people 
BO Is he with us. We have fought with 
England before, and we defeated her 
soldiers, and we will be victorious 
again. My burghers are fighting for 
their wives, tbeir children and their 
Country, while those who are fighting 
against them are looking for medals, 
..Victoria crosses and a shilling a day. 
My burghers are the best sold'ei-0, in 
the world, because they do not receive 
a penny for their services. They fight 
.with their hearts, and an army of 
hearts Is invincible. So surely as there 
is a God of righteousness, so surely 
will the vUerkleur of the Transvaal be 
{victorious. It may be a month from

"When yon have been successful," I asked, 


"That will you demand ot Great Britain?" Tha 
teply came very tjuickly: 


"We will demand nothing except that 


we shall be free and independent. We 
want no lands or ports. Only let us 
have the country, which is ours by 
right, and we shall bo content. I and 
my burghers arc willing to end the war 
^tomorrow If Groat Britain will say that 
we are thereafter wholly independent 


army shall not be molested and that 
their property shall not be taken from 
them. We shall insist upon the last 
clause, because those men-have assist- 
ed us, and now we will assist them. 
We always said that we wanted to be 
left alone, and that is all that we de- 
sire now. We cwsed the frontier Into 
Natal and Cape Colony not because we 
wanted to annex the land, but because 
the farmers who owned the land asked 
to be taken under our protection. If 
England will end the war and promise 
to give us our independence, we will 
return the land thus taken, but we 
want to be free." 


When I asked him concerning the Afrikander 


bond and the io-called Dutch South African alli- 
ance, the more mention of Afrikander bond seem- 
ed to fill him with ennui. The big pipe was being 
puSed vigorously for fully half & minute, and 
then he bui^t out very angrily: 


"Is there anything oil earth that they 


haven't *lamed me for? Is there any- 
thing with which they haven't charged 
us? First they were goiug to fight us 
because they had t» say too much for 
dynamite, then they tried to steal our 
country from us, then they were going 
to war because of the franchise, and 
now they say that they are fighting us 
because we wanted Cape Colony and 
Natal. If the war continues much lon- 
ger, they may say that we had designs 
on India or Australia. The real reason 
why the Boers and Great Britain are 
at war is that Rhodes wanted personal 
glory. He wants "to be known as the 
maker of the South African empire, 
and the empire is not complete so long 
as there are two republics in the center 
of the country. Rhodes is a personal 
glory man. Those who are associated 
with him are personal riches men. He 
does not want money, but those who 
helped him to Institute this war do 
want it." 


"If Rhodes desires glory," I asked, "what does 


Sir Alfred Milner expect to obtain by war?" 


"Great Britain has sent ten govern- 


ors to South Africa in this century," 
replied the president. 


And then, starting to count on the fingers of his 


hands, he mentioned nine governors and explained 
how each had dug his own grave in South Africa. 
When he came to the tenth name, that of Sir 
Alfred Milner, the president held out the stump 
of his amputated right thumb and remarked: 


"We don't know what success he will 


have in securing anything but a grave 
beside the other governors." 


While the president was conversing with us the 


Boer burghers who sat near Mr. Kruger were 
leaning forward and listening most intently to 
his every word as though all he was saying wag 
quite new to them. Frequently they would nod 
their heads in assent to what he was saying, and 
more than once they said aloud, "That is the I 
truth" and "What he says is as true as the ! 
Bible." The president's remarks concerning the | 
Boers' determination to fight until victory WES j 
theirs caused the burghers to clap their hands to- j 
gether and shout, "Yes, yes!" At times the 
president's voice almost reached the shouting | 
point, so earnest was he in declaring his senti- i 
ments and beliefs. 
I 


Concerning foreign intervention, Mr. Kruger I 


had little to say. 
The course of events during ' 


the last four months has undoubtedly shown him 
that no foreign nation will offer assistance to the 
Boers and that they must flght their battles alone, i 


He said that before the war ha believed that the 


United States would offer to act as arbitrator of 
the differences between the two countries and j 
that he was perfectly content to accept the de- I 
cision that would have been made, but Great 
Britain refused to arbitrate. 


"We anticipate no assistance from 


any nation," he said, "nor do we ask ' 
for it now that the war is four months 
old. If some European nation or Amer- j 
ica interferes now, that nation will ask | 
for a share in the spoils of war,' and j 
there are already enough governments 
represented in South Africa. If Amer- 
ica sends us a message of sympathy, 
we shall appreciate it, because it will 
mean an end to this slaughter—this 
wanton killing of men who must do the 
fighting. I have not asked President 
McKinley to interfere in the war, nor 
have I sent a message to him by any 
of the Americans who have returned 
to the United States recently. 
Mr. 


Reitz may have done so, but"— 


Mr. Eeitz interrupted and said: 
"I do not remember that I gave a 


message to the former American con- 
sul here. I am positive that I sent no 
official message to the American presi- 
dent or to the secretary of state." 


Mr. Kruger seemed to be exceedingly angry 


when it was remarked that the Englishmen in 
Cape Colony and Natal fear that he will cause 
the extensive gold mines at Johannesburg to be 
destroyed if the tide of war should change. 


"We will not harm a shilling's worth 


of property, and if one of my burghers 
destroys anythmg he will be punished. 
Why, at Dundee one burgher looted a 
store, and he was sentenced to six 
months' imprisonment. We are not 
thieves or looters. 
Those mines will 


be as safe as they were in the hands of 
the owners." 


Dp to this time he had introduced no Biblical 


quotations, of which he used scores upon every 
other occasion I have spoken with him, but here 
he began by quoting Ezekiel xxxix, 1-17: 


"la-the Bible there is one, and only 


one, 
unfulfilled pro'phecy," he began, 


"and upon this we place our hopes of 
success in this war. The prophecy Is: 


(Here tho president began to quota from the 


thirty-ninth chapter of Ezekiel.) 


"Therefore, thou son of man, prophesy against 


Cog and say, Thus saitb the Lord God, behold I 
»m against thee, 0 Gog, the chief prince of 
Meshech and Tubal. 


"The people of Gog are the English," 


said the president, explaining the com- 
parison. 


"And I will turn thee back and leave but the 


sixth part of thee and will cause thee to come 
up from the north parts and will bring thee upon 
the mountains ot Israel. 


"The people from the north are the 


English," said the president. 


"And I will smite thy bow out of thy left hand ] 


and will cause thine arrows to fall out of thy I 
right band. * * * I will give thee unto the ' 
7nvenou= bird? of every sort and to tho beasts of , 
the field to be devoured.

Notwithstanding the reports 
of 
disaffection 


among the burghers of the Orange Free State, 
those Boers are fighting as determinedly as those. 
of the Transvaal, and none are returning to their 
homes except on short leases of absence. Presi- 
dent Ste\n himself has been to the fiont numer- 
ous times, and on ov-"- occasion he has made ad- 
dresses to the men im'umng them with renewed 
energy and hope. It is popularly supposed out- 
side of this cour.try that the Orange Free State 
had no quarrel with England and that the Boers 
of that republic joined the Boers of the Transvaal 
merely out of sympathy. According to the state- 
ment of President Knifrer, the Orange Free State 
was also an object of attack by Great Britain. 


The Free State was free theoretically, but not 


practically, and now they are fighting for full in- 
dependence as much as we are. They had a treaty 
with Great Britain, made long ago, whereby Eng- 
land promised to take possession of no lands north 
of the Orange river. Since that treaty was made 
—and it lias never been canceled or altered— 
Great Britain has taken Basutoland, the Kimber- 
ley diamond distnct and the great territory now 
known as Rhodesia. The Boers of the Free State 
were in constant fear and dread that England 
wanted other parts of their country, and to show 
that they were not mistaken it is only necessary 
to look at five war maps which we found on Brit- 
ish prisoners taken near Ladysmith. These maps 
indicate every road, hill f^3 creek in the Orange 
Free State, and the dates on them showed that 
they were made three j ears ago. 


Do those war maps show that Great Britain had 


to designs of annexing that country? 


"Five years ago the British said there 


was no room for more than one flag in 
this country, and now they are at- 
tempting to plant that one flag on piles 
of dead who steep it with their blood. 
Now, England has put her feet in the 
mud, snd I see her losing her boots." 


"What will be the Free State's share in the re- 


sults of the war?" I inquired, it being stated in 
English territory that the Free State is to secure 
Cape Colony as war spoils. 


"The Free State will secure nothing 


more than her full independence,which 
is all we are striving* for ourselves. 
There will be no spoils of war, for 
whenever England is satisfied to give 
us our independence then we will with- 
draw to within our own borders. We 
want no lands. 
We already have 


enough morgen (acres), and my burgh- 
ers are not land hungry, like the Eng- 
lish people. We fight for liberty and 
independence; the English fight for 
land." 


In connection with this statement of the presi- 


dent concerning England's land seizing pro- 
pensities Secretary Reitz afterward told _ this story 
about an Englishman who last summer asked the 
president whether he believed the moon to be in- 
habited. The president considered for a moment, 
then replied: 


"I never thought of that before. I 


don't ever bother my head about such 
things. But if the moon is inhabited, 
as you suggest, why is it, I cannot un- 
derstand, that John Bull has not an- 
nexed it yet?" 


The president has had a number of communica- 


tions with the, enemy's generals, nnd among the 
number he says he can find only one who speaks 
the truth. 


"The English generals have lied to 


us," he said, "and we can place no con- 
fidence in what they say. All are liars 
except Lord Roberts, who appears to 
be as truthful as he is gentlemanly. 
The others have repeatedly told our 
generals untruths and have left in our 
hands the correspondence which proves 
it." 


Mr. Kruger ia ji*t as confident that he and Ma 


i burghers can withstand a three years' war as he 
was two and a half y^ars ago when I last saw 
him.1 Then he declfcj'.d that his country was 
amply provided wife -&»dstuffs and ammunition 
for more than three years. 


He said that if he had known this war was 


coming he would have secured more heavy guns, 
but he was positive his burghers could defeat the 
English with those guns now at the front. 


llr. Reitz said that the ammunition factories in 


Pretoria and Johannesburg were making excellent 
material and tha* there was no fear the powder 
and ball supply would be exhausted. Howitzers 
are being manufactured 'daily and are doing ex- 
cellent work. The president said that his burgh- 
ers were fighting not only the British army, but 
also part of the navy, and seemed to be intensely 
delighted with the success of the Boers against 
such a strong foe—a foe which he said every na- 
tion in Europe Beaded to attack. 


"The English may say that It was 


my ultimatum that started the war. It 
was not my ultimatum, but my peo- 
ple's. They asked me to send it. The 
volksraad only can Declare war, and 
the members of tfc=.» volksraad must 
have the consent of their constituents 
before they can vote against such a 
measure, and it may not be known to 
the American people that there was not 
a single dissenting vote In the whole 
republic. 


"The war will never end if I must

ask for peace without Independence," 
he declared when I naked him for his 
opinion on the subject of the duration 
of hostllitiee, "and upon that point the 
Orange Free State nnd Uie Transvaal 
are as decided and determined as they 
were the day the war was begun. The 
war may continue for six months lon- 
ger; It may go on for ten years. God 
only knows how long it will take the 
English people to see tuat it is an nn- 
hsly struggle they are engaged In." 


The .president was greatly •amused when I told 


him j&s£ there were^many Krugers ia the United 
Statm who dalmeil relationship to him. 


"i' have never been to your great 


country, and I have never heard of any 
relations of mine in it. I have many 
relatives in this country, and more 
than 200 of them are fighting in this 
war. Many of them have already been 
killed and wounded, but rather than 


the "death of the republic I should de- 
Bire my death and those of all my rela- 
tives. I mourn as much for tho death 
of a burgher whom I have never seen 
as I do for that of one of my sons, for j 
we are all brothers. The English are 
also my brothers, but even among such 
olose relatives quarrels often arise. 
Brothers should never flght, and the j 
Bible says that quarrels between broth- , 
ers are always started by the wicked , 
brother, who receives his punishment 
la due course of time." 
I 


One of the president's little granddaughters 


came tripping out upon the piazza and whisper- i 
ed in his ear that luncheon was waiting for him. ' 
He thanked her for the announcement and rose 
from his chair. Then he lifted his left foot, rap- i 
ped his pipe against the heel until the ashes drop- 
ped out and said: 
' 


"Thank the American people and 


The World for their expressions of 
sympathy. My burghers and I appre- 
ciate them. I hope that we shall soon 
be able to take our proper place beside 
the United States as a free and inde- , 
pendent nation. And you can be as- 
sured that we shall not falter until we 
have succeeded. I thank those Ameri- 
cans who are contributing money for 
our widows and orphans and those 
who are helping us with Red Cross , 
supplies. The Americans are a great | 
and just people, and when they see a 
wrong done to a weak nation they will 
always be with it in spirit and senti- 
ment even if they cannot assist with 
force. Your secretary, Mr. Davis, saw 
everything in our country, and,ne says 
that his sympathies are with us. He 
is an able man and a just man, and I 
hope he will tell the American people 
that we are merely struggling for our 
independence." 
j 


After bidding goodby to me he started to en- 


ter the cottage door, but turned rather sharply 
and-eaid: 


"If a big dog and a little dog are 


fighting in the street and there are a 
number of strong men looking on, is it 
not right and proper for them to rescue 
the little dog? Should they allow the 
big dog to inflict deep bites and Inju- 
ries on the little dog, especially if the 
little one is perfectly harmless?" 


After looking at me.curiously for a half min- 


ute, as if expecting a reply to his questions, he 
lifted his bat and quickly entered the house. On 
the way back to the central part of the town I 
asked Sir. Reitz what the president desired me to 
understand by his last questions. 
He replied 


simply: 


"Send tha* home to the American 


people. They may understand." 


The president had just returned from his cm- 


tomary morning visit to the government buildings 
when Secretary Reitz and I called at his cottage, 
and he was in conversation with several Boers 
who were giving him personal recollections of tha 
battle of Spion Kop. X)ne of his grandchildren, a 
pretty little girl of about 8 years, was playing 
around his chair, and one of hia grandsons was re- 
pairing a Mauser-rifle at the other end of tha 
piazza. 
Several young ladies in muslin gowns 


and big, colored aprons peeped out from an open 
door and then hastily withdrew, and a huge, 
shaggy doiitbarked at our heels as we entered up- 
on the lawn. The surroundings were as pastoral 
and simple as those which would satisfy the roost 
democratic fanner in America. It has been said 
that if Kruger had surrounded himself with gold 
braided attendants and a court the uitlanders of 
Johannesburg might ha\e bad more respect for 
him and his government and that this war might 
have been avoided, but the president has never 
pretended to be anything better or greater than 
he is—the son of a bhcpherd. 


The war has caused the president to take no ad- 


ditional precautions for his own safety. He evi- 
dently fears no one, and the five armed horsemen 
who accompany his carriage when he is driven to 
the government building might as w«ll be riding 
a mile away for all the protection they afford 
Mm during the day. At the executive mansion 
he is practically unguarded save for two armed 
guards who stand at the gate, and in the govern- 
ment buildings he goes from one office tto another 
quite unaccompanied. One of his friends suggest- 
ed to him several days ago that he should have 
more guards, to which be replied: 


"Why should I be guarded at all? I 


am nothing. Th^y can kill me, but 
they cannot kill our cause." 


Wherever you go in the two republics, whether 


in homes, on the veldt or in the battlefield'a 
trenches, you hear every one speak of him as 
"Oom 
Paul." There is not a Boer in the two 


republics who will not declare that Kruger is a 
greater man than he was before he sent the fa- 
mous ultimatum. And of all the men in the 
country none Is more confident of Boer victory 
than he. 
| 


"So long as God is on our side and 


justice is ours," he says, "so long are 
we confident that he will help us on to , 
victory."

And that is the sentiment which has enabled 


the little throng of Boers to withstand the M' 
saults of the British army so many daye.

patch to the New York Sun. Her cap-' 
tain has purchased a marble monu- 
ment, which will be erected on Scor- 
pion key, on the San Bias coast, to 
commemorate the canal survey made 
by the expedition which came here in 
1^)4 on the' British warship Scorpion, 
and also the survey made by the pres- 
ent expedition. 


Judge S. B. Shepard, for several 


years United States commissioner at 
St. Michael's, Alaska, is at present in 
Washington and is stopping at the Ar- 
lington. 


"I left Alaska." said he to a Wash- 


ington Star reporter the other day, "on 
one of the last boats that came down 
to the States in last October. I have 
spent three summers and two winters 
In that territory, and my convictions as 
to the growth and the future develop- 
ment of its wonderful mineral and 
other resources are based upon actual 
knowledge and are most firm and pro- 
nounced. 


"Whatever else may have found its 


way Into print regarding the new El 
Dorado at Cape Nome which are exag- 
gerations there have been n,o fanciful 
creations to its marvelous richness in 
gold and the prolificness of the yellow 
metal there awaiting him who may 
find It. According to the figures of the 
transportation companies that handle 
and carry the gold for the miners from 
the cape to the mint in San Francisco, 
the output last year was $2,600,000, 
This does not include the dust which 
miners themselves carried on their per- 
sons, and the sum of which must have 
aggregated a very considerable amount, 
but which, of course, can only be esti- 
mated. 


"Cape Nome is a new mining field 


and very remote. It is, however, com- 
paratively easy of access, as the trip 
can be made by steam in about two 
weeks from the Pacific coast, depend- 
ing upon the speed of the vessel. The 
boats lie off the beach about a mile or 
so, and debarkation of goods and pas- 
sengers is laade in lighters. There are 
none of the terrible hardships experi- 
enced in reaching the Klondike. This 
is a very important matter in many 
respects, and men who would be de- 
terred in making the Dawson trip 
would find the Cape Nome voyage a 
comparative recreation. The new rail- 
way over the pass and improved boat 
facilities on the lakes on the Klondike 
route, however, have greatly reduced 
the disagreeable features of the jour- 
ney. 


"I would not, of course, make an esti- 


mate of the output of the Cape Nome 
diggings for the ensuing season, but I 
believe1 that $10,000,000 w*l be a con- 
servative one. This will sound high, 
but I think it will be verified, if not 
exceeded. I know of one man who will 
take out $1,500,000 from his mines. In 
fact, the output simply depends upon 
tbe facilities the miners have In get- 
ting at the gold. That metal is there 
in abundance and, furthermore, is so 
located as to be easy of access. Bed- 
rock is reached anywhere from a few 
inches under tbe sand and moss to 
from three to six feet and on, depend- 
ing upon ^:he surface. 


"Next season, that of 1901, will be 


the great year at Cape Nome. Last 
year the miners labored under great in- 
conveniences a^s to proper working fa- 
cilities. 
Lumber was and is very 


scarce. 
Suitable mining implements 


and many other important essentials 
In the getting out of gold were not 
there except such as the emergency 
produced. This year these implements 
and machinery will go up, and the im- 
proved methods will be manifest in the 
increased output. But it will be next 
season before they and the other now 
crude conditions will be In a smoothly 
working order and things will hava j 


" settled down to a solid basis. I think 
the rush in the summer of 1901 will 
be very heavy. As it is now, though 
the first boat will not get up before 
about the loth of next June, every- 
thing In the sailing line on the Pacific j 
coast not in regular service, both steam 
and sailing vessels, has been impress- 
ed. The camp will require great quan- 
tities of supplies, which is a feature 
entirely aside from the passenger trans- 
portation problem. Charters are in de- 
mand in the Pacific both on account of 
the war in the Philippines and in- 
creased tonnage because of the heavy 
trade and big business now being done 
on the coast If the result I anticipate 
materialises, people will have a hajd 
time by reason of the numbers who will 
want to go in getting to Cape Nome 
in the summer of 1901 unless the trans- 
portation facilities are greatly increas- 
ed. Because of the comparatively easy 
access to the gold everybody wants to 
go who has the gold fever. The season 
Is short— about four months."

I_A GLORIA COLONY. 


Lieutenant Evarm Describes Present 


Status of the Cuban Venture. 


For the benefit of those interested in 


La Gloria colony the following report 
from Lieutenant Evans, who was as- 
signed by the commanding officer at 
Nuevitas to investigate the colony and 
clear up the situation, is given without 
prejudice to either the colonists or com- 
pany, says a Havana dispatch to the 
Kew York Sun. 


The property occupied "by the colo- 


nists is four miles and a half inland. 
All the roads are poor now and are 
practically impassable in rainy weath- 
er. The land is thickly wooded. It is 
mostly low ground and will be very 
fertile when cleared. There are 175 
persons, including a doctor and 20 wo- 
men and children, now on the ground. 
They are living in tents with no floors. 
No lumber can be obtained nearer than 
Nuevitas. Good water 
is obtained 


from wells from 10 to 20 feet deep. 
The sinks are enen pits and are not 
well covered. 
Kitchen refuse is not 


well disposed of. No fresh meats have 
been procurable 'since the carnp was 
established. Rations are plentiful, but 
expensive. 


The company, the report says, has 


not made the final payment on any 
part of the land and has no deeds to 
it. Hence the colonists have no deeds 
and they are more or less suspicious. 
The report also says that the company 
has not carried out its promises re- 
garding the construction of a sawmill 
and a hotel: The total contracts for 
the land amount to §51,000. The pres- 
ident says that this will soon be paid. 
The company has on the ground two 
horses, three msstes and one wagon. 
A small stearass plies between the 
colony and Nuevitas. 


This report refers only to the colony 


proper as it exists today. Another 
report is expected in reference to the 
ex-colonists who are now hanging 
around Nuevitas, having left the colo- 
ny In disgust. 
What General Wood 


will do when the investigation closes 
is not known.

come that harasses the enemy, and 
Aguinaldo's presence in Luzon was not 
agreeable to Spain. But that Aguinal- 
do was accepted by United States au- 
thority as representing'the will of the 
Filipino peoples, or that he was prom- 
ised that the United States would aid 
him in establishing his own power over 
the archipelago there is not one bit of 
reliable evidence in existence. Aeuin- 
aldo, of course, claims the opposite of 
this, but he declares that the oromises 
were made to him alone and that he 
alone of all his people knew of them. 
Dewey absolutely denies it. So do oth- 
ers, and we prefer to accept the testi- 
mony of our own people rather than 
the testimony of Aguinaldo. 


The treaty of Paris signed and rati- 


fied, the United States was face to face 
with the problem of the Philippines. 
Eight or 12 millions of people were in 
our care, and there is a no more varied 
people in the same area on the face 
of the globe. A fraction of one tribe 
was in arms under Aguinaldo, who, 
greatly encouraged by symttathizerSv 
in this country, struck at this country's 
power in the hope of gaining1 for him- 
self the despotism that had been wrrest- 
ed by the United States from Spain. 
Part of the Filipino people, made in 
the likeness of "The man witr- the hoe" 
by Spanish oppression were made to 
believe that one master had been forced 
to let go so that another master might 
take tighter hold, 
Ag-uinaldo's own 


speeches in which he sets the United 
States in harsh contrast with the "mo- 
ther Spain" are proof positive of this. 
This, together with Aguinaldo's forcing 
tribute and support to his arms while 
the United States government awaited 
the ratification of the' treaty left thia 
government to meet an armed opposi- 
tion to its authority in the Philippines 
at the very beginning of its sovereign- 
ty there. What was to be done? Who 
knew the will of the Filipino peoples? 
Had they a will? Was there anything 
like a national spirit among them? 
Were they more than 'unorganized ter- 
ritory?" -Was Aguinaldo the man to 
trust 
with 
the present 
and 
fu- 


ture 
of 
the 
Filipinos? 
Was 
it 


safe for the United States to accept 
him as the Fflroino nation and stand 
sponser for him and his deeds to the 
world? In view of his own personal 
history, everything else disregarded, 
was he that mani? To sensible seople 
it appeared he was not. And as there 
were but one of two things to do, give 
the Philippines to Aguinaldo or dispose 
of his insurrection, the disposing of his 
insurrection was undertaken as the 
best thing to do, the best for the Fili- 
pinos, the best for the United States, 
the best for civilization and the best 
for the world. 


To put down Aguinaldo's Insurrec- 


tion, to organize the Filipinos, to give 
them the freest possible and largest 
possible self-government and to not 
deny them a single right they are ca- 
pable of exercising is the purpose and 
duty of the government of the United 
States, a purpose and duty which no 
amount of fine phrasing will cajole us 
from and from which no amount of the 
capacity for breeding alarm will dis- 
suade us, 


If this be not moral what is moral? 


TWO KINDS OF SECKECY 


The Transcript in defending its posi- 


tion in the eyes of the public, and in 
meeting the publication of the bill of 
sale, which is the present title to the 
property as far as the world knows, 
closes its defense of the alleged "owner 
ship" with the following paragraph: 


"The Herald in making its grave and 


untruthful charges against us has done 
what would seriously injure the credit, 
reputation and influence of a newspa- 
per and a newspaper business. The 
public understands this, all business 
men understand it, and there is »o 
dourt or jury that would not render a 
decision or verdict to this effect. 
By 


stating we expect what reparation the 
Herald can make we leave this matter 
now without further comment. 


If the Herald has made any "grave 


and untruthful charges," if it has mis- 
judged the ownership of the "organ," 
if it has intimated that it was under 
a secret ownership and control, ft was 
beca,use its real ownership was not 
known and because the Transcript has 
taken -a course that is as extraordinary 
as it is queer. That the property en- 
joyed a questionably ownership, that It 
\vas unknown, that it was a secret, 
seems a fact, and we now have the ad- 
mission of the Transcript that every 
claim set up by the Herald has been 
justified because It was a fact. 


The Herald 
thought the case was 


closed with the publication of the bill 
of sale, and so It was, and the facts as 
presented stand immovable and unal- 
terablo. In addition to this there are 
certain admissions, certain discrepan- 
cies, in the defense In last night's Tran- 
script that to justice to the Herald and 


the inference that the Transcript was 
secretly owned and controlled ought 
not to be lost sight of. 


In explaining, or in trying to explain, 


the purchase of the property, the Tran- 
script says: 


"It was February 13, 1899, that we 


bought that part of the Transcript pro- 
perty held by the bank, and on Feb- 
ruary 27, 1899, bought the property held 
by the Mergenthaler company, receiv- 
ing properly executed 
bills of sale, 


which are In our possession. There was 
no legal or other consideration requir- 
ing them to be placed on public record." 


"On January 25 of this year we re- 


lated these facts substantially as above 
for the benefit of our accuser, the edi- 
tor of the Herald, and for the informa- 
tion of the public. Our statement at 
that time was wholly ignored by the 
editor of the Herald, who persisted in 
declaring that the Transcript was se- 
cretly owned, controlled and dictated 
to." 


Here we have the statement of ad- 


mission that the property was bought 
in February, 1899, but it was not made 
public until January of this year. For 
over a year it was kept a "secret" be- 
cause there was no legal or other con- 
sideration that required a public an- 
nouncement of the fact. 
Then the 


ownership was "related" for the "bene- 
fit of our accuser, the editor of the 
Herald, and for the information of the 
public." Under ordinary circumstances, 
in every case where a sale of property 
actually occurs, or where a partnership 
is made or annulled, 
a public an- 


nouncement is made of the fact. In the 
case of this eale it was kept from the 
public over a year. That comes pretty 
near a secret affair does it not? Then 
it was "related" only for the benefit of 
the Herald and incidentally for the 
information of the public. Why this ex- 
traordinary course, if the property had 
been properly bought by Mr. Hardman? 
Is there any mistake in saying that 
this was a secret ownership and con- 
trol? Is there any mistake in drawing 
that conclusion? Is it doing the Tran- 
script and any of its attaches an in- 
justice to- say, that in view ofythe, fact 
that no public declaration has ever 
been made to the effect that a saJe of 
any name or nature has ever occurred 
that we know of, that a similar condi- 
tion exists now? 
^ 


In view of all the facts in the case 


and taking into consideration the ex- 
traordinary course pursued, that bill of 
sele on record and the admissions of 
the Transcript, we cannot see wherein 
the Herald has made any untruthful 
and grave charges" that have served to 
injure the refutation and rafluence of 
the "organ." If it can be shown that 
the Herald has done this it will directly 
and effectually remove the stain. 


But in speaking of "grave and un- 


truthful charges" what has been the 
attitude of the Transcript towards its 
just accuser, the Herald? Has it noth- 
ing to retract? Where is its conscience, 
its sense of honor, its respect for the 
community if it has not?—Evening 
Herald. 


The attempt in the above is hardly 


worth noticing. It is a play upon the 
word "secret" and it is silly. The 
Herald strains its justification in put- 
ting forward the puerile argument 
that because we did not send out the 
town crier with his bell to announce 
our ownership of the Transcript that 
the ownership was a "secret" one. If 
an ownerhip which is reco^ndzed and 
unquestioned by every man with whom 
a newspaper does business is a "se- 
cret" ownership then our ownership 
of the Transcript may be so designated. 
Every contract with the Transcript, for 
service to us and by us, bears our name 
as sole and undisputed owner; every 
bill paid to us and every bill paid bv 
us recognizes us as sole and undisput- 
ed owner; in everything and in everv 
way, in addition to our name standing 
permanently as responsible for the 
Transcript in every respect, we have 
been fully, freely and undisnutedly re- 
cognized and accented as the sole own- 
er of the Transcript. 
No one ever 


questioned this ownership but the Eve- 
ning Herald and one or two radical 
politicians taught to do so by the Her- 
ald. 
And who does not know their 


purpose? It was not to dispute about 
a technical ownership. It was to hope- 
lessly discredit us, if possible, by creat- 
ing the impression that we were in 
bondage to some man or set of men, 
that we were but a "fence," a mouth- 
piece, a tooa to do the bidding of a 
master and that all we said or did 
was said and done to deprive the people 
of their rights that some man or set of 
men might profit thereby. That is the 
scandalous "secret" 
ownership the 


Herald has striven to fix upon us, not 
the harmless and quite plain fact that 
when we became the owner of the 
Transcript we did not rush into the 
public square and split the public ear 
with our shouting about it. The Her- 
ald never cared who ownod the Tran- 
script ,but it has always been deeply 
desirous of affixing some dark suspi- 
cion of some evil thing upon us. The 
commonest soirit of fair play and the 
commonest of common, justice demands 
that this be not maliciously done. 


It is interesting in regard to the pub- 


lishing of simple, technical ownership 
to inquire how much more virtuous the 
Herald has been than, its neighbors. 
Mr. Stimson is connected with the Her- 
ald in some capacity, and was a wit- 
ness in the Sanford-Batchelder assault 
case, which the public must remember 
When on the witness stand he refused 
to answer a question touching upon his 
then present or prospective Interest In 
the Herald establihment. That was a 
flat refusal to make public a business 
agreement for purely business reasons 
and was entirely proper 
though 
a 


"secret" thing. 
Who cares whether 


Mr. Stimsoni owns art interest In the 
Herald, whether he ever did or whe- 
ther he ever will? We are eure that 
we dC'n't and that w<* shall never In- 
quire about It. 


Then thera was a publication named 


the "Berkshire Tribune" that Issued 
for a short period from the Herald of- 
fice. For a!l the nubile ever knew It 
was a fatherless and motherless affair. 
Its was a "secret" ownershln. But we 
did not care. We spoko r» encouraging 


word to It on the day of its birth, and 
were- truly sorry -when it passed away, 
aorry for reasons that the public can- 
not understand. "Secret," do you say? 
Oh, no! There never was anything 
"secret1 about the Herald establish- 
ment.

'Mohammedan Peculiarities 


Mohammedans differ from the rest of 


mankind even in regions inhabitated 
by wild tribes alone, A long and some- 
what intimate acquaintance has given 
me admiration and respect for many 
Mohammedans as friends. 
Many of 


their finest qualities may be traced to 
the teachings of their religion. But 
dealings with Mohammedans sooner or 
later bring one into contact with their 
essential 
peculiarity. 
They 
cannot 


avoid regarding others from a religious 
standpoint; and they cannot set aside 
permanently the fact that God has 
commanded them to subjugate or ex- 
terminate all who refuse to believe in 
Mohammed. This Divine 
command 


shapes their conduct 
toward aliens, 


even when they themselves would like 
to forget it. It classes all of alien faith 
as blasphemers; and this fact once 
being fixed, inquiry as to minor details 
is needless in their eyes. A blasphemer 
(kiaflr 
or giaour) 
is -a blasphemer. 


Wherefore ask whether he be Ameri- 
can or Spaniard? It leads also to end- 
less confusion in the use of words of 
ethical 
importance. Not 
only does 


"peace" mean something different to 
the Mussulman from what it me- is to 
the other party to a- reconciliation, as 
will be seen below, but such words as 
"honesty," 
"kindness," 
"pity," and 


"piety," do not, in the mind of the 
Mohammedan, have the sense which 
the Christian gives them. 


Sultan Haroun al RashiO of Sulu 


seems to have liberal views,. Apparent- 
ly he likes the Americans with whom 
he has had dealings. PerhaBs he is as 
honest and magnanimous as his great 
namesake of Bagdad. Yet we cannot 
forget that for purely selfish reasons 
Haroun of Bagdad killed his 
best 


friend, the Vezir Jaffer. And the crime 
neither disturbed his own conscience 
nor stained his repute with the people 
for justice and piety. The Moro Sultan 
has the .jame standards of right and 
wrong, if not the same vast power, as 
the Caliph of the eighth century. For 
moral conduct has 
small room for 


change among Mohammedans, because 
the "Thus saith the Lord" of their law- 
book applies to acts so much more fre- 
quently than to principles. A better 
understanding of doctrine is contrary 
to the whole spirit of the system. And 
so, whatever their personal geniality 
or amiability of disposition in dealings 
with aliens, the Divine command comes 
into the minds of Mohammedans, at. 
the very moment of fruition, like the 
alchemist's suggestion of the fox's tail, 
to spoil the charm which promised to 
bring forth a shining virtue. 


The full importance of th.'s curious 


trait can only be gauged by gaining 
the Mohammednn point of view, as 
found in any com pond of the holy law 
now In uss in Mohammedan countries. 
Only by actual study of the books can 
one get an idea of the deadly earnest- 
ness of such expositions of the Divine 
Will. Yet these books today form the 
foundation of thtoioglcal nr.d legal ed- 
ucation as well as of aspiration in the 
hearts of the commori people in all of 
those countries.—"Our Mohammedan 
Wards," by Henry O. Dwight in the 
March Forum.

THE BLACKINTON HEARING 


Was Caused by Protest From John 


Navin, Which Was Not Supported 


by the Hearing. Dr. Bascom 


Declares in Favor 


A conference is being held this after- 


noon between the Blacklnton annexa- 
tion committee appointed by Winiams- 
tawn and the committee appointed by 
this city, to arrange terms for the 
transfer. If terms are reached which 
are satisfactory to both sides, they will 
be sent to the legislative committee, and 
a favorable report on the basis of the 
agreement will be expected. 


As announced in Saturday's issue a 


meeting was held Saturday afternoon 
In Blackinton at which the committee 
appointed by Williamstown was pres- 
ent. The meeting was called to order 
by Dr. John Bascom, who stated that 
the meeting was called'on the strength 
of a note received by him from John 
Navin, to the effect that a majority of 
the resident property owners of Black- 
inton were opposed to annexation. 


Dr. Bascom was followed by Assessor 


John Navin, who leads, the remon- 
strants. He presented a petition which 
included several exempt property own- 
ers and which represented a total of 
21 names. His 'argument was confined 
entirely to the petition and the fact 
that it represented a large remon- 
strance. 


He was followed by P. H. Maloney 


who had charge of the petition of those 
favoring annexation which represent- 
ed 47 real estate owners who desired 
annexation. Dr. 
Bascom 
here 
re- 


quested that Mr. Maloney and Mr. 
Navin take the two petitions and 
strike out the names of all but resident 
real estate owners. While the commit- 
tee were out remarks were made by 
Edward Davis, S. P. Galvin, P. 
J. 


Mahoney 'and Treasurer O. A. Archer 
of the Blackinton company. 


Mr. Archer gave a brief account of 


the facts of how strongly the directors 
of the Blackinton company desired an- 
nexation, and this in the face of the 
fact that it is possible the taxes of the 
Blackinton company would be slightly 
increased. He said that the directors 
felt that they would be repaid in the 
benefit it would be to them and to the 
community at large and gave as hia 
personal opinion that he fully agreed 
with the sentiemnt of the directors. 
Mr. Archer was questioned at length 
by Mr. Cole of the committee who had 
just arrived at the meeting. At the 
close of Mr. Archer's remarks Dr. Bas- 
com. said that he fully agreed with Mr. 
Archer and that it was his personal 
opinion that 
annexation 
was 
the 


proper thing. 


The committee here reported that 20 


resident property owners remonstrated 
and 35 favored annexation and in ad- 
dition to the 35 are 12 non-residents 
among who are the Black'nton com- 
pany, making a total of 47 property 
owners who favor annexation, reo- 
resenting $151,000 in valuation and pay- 
ing in taxes $2900. The remonstrants 
numbered 20, representing 
$17,000 in 


valuation and paying $312 in taxes, 
showing very decided that the property 
owners of the district desired annexa- 
tion. 


The total number of names on the 


petition favoring annexation is 147 citi- 
zens, taxpayers and residents. 104 being 
citizens of the district. The remon- 
strants number 30 taxpayers, residents 
and citizens, showing that there is a 
practical unity favoring annexation.

T4aey were 
protesting against alienation all the 
time when I was among tljera, and 
about all tMat kept them quiet was the 
assurance from American authorities 
that as soon as congress met every- 
thing in tbat iwjpect would be set 
aright. Thus aft"along the people have- 
thought that something was to be don.° 
for them, and the hesitation now shown 
on the part of the American people is 
the worst in the world, and we haven't 
soldiers enough !n Porto Rico to run 
the risk of an outbreak." 


Mr. Lothrop says frankly that the 


people in general have only the vaguest 
idea of what they are contending for, 
but the leaders know, and unless they 
can see the imluebrtes of the island 
flourish again they cannot prevent 
trouble. 
He thought the argument 


against inclusion of Porto Rico within 
the United States customs system on 
the ground that lumber and bricks 
from Canada and flour from Chile and 
elsewhere In South America would be 
kept out was insufficient. "We always 
export lumber from the United States 
for our building operations, and 1 nev- 
er heard of flour being taken from any 
Other place but America," said Mr. 
Lothrop. He thought the real point in 
the trade difficulty lay in the present 
exclusion of Porto Rfco from Spanis.h 
trade. When the island ceased to be a 
Spanish possession, the trade of island 
products—coffee, tobacco and sugar- 
were discriminated against in Spanibli 
ports just as any foreign imports.

ity of Milford, Del., are to die during 
the next few weeks.

Patient Milk Wagon 


Horse 


DRAGGED THROUGH BROKEN ARCH 


And Came Out With Only Few Cuts. 


Liberty Street Arch, Washed out 


in 
Recent Flood, 
Causes 


Excitement Sunday 


That culvert that was washed out 


from under Liberty street during1 the 
recent flood, and which caused a cave- 
in some days ago as reported, pro- 
duced some further complications Sun- 
day that resembled a very practical 
April fool joke for one horse and sev- 
<M\il men. The city will have to pay 
a small amount in damage, and tha 
entire road was closed, as a result. 


The original cave-in was 
on 
the 


south side of Liberty street, just above 
Brooklyn. The hole was fenced off and' 
teams were allowed to drive by on the 
north side of the road, taking a path a 
little north of the street limit. It was 
known that s'cme. of the arch above the 
cave-in was washed out, but it was 
thought that the frost in tne zi'ound 
would hold up the street until it could 
be repaired, so that traffic would not be 
interrupted. 


This proved to be a false hope, how- 


ever, for either under the influence of 
Sunday's sun, or because it was the 
first day of April, the road chose to 
give way just when a horse attached 
to one of Bichard Briggs' milk wagons 
was going over. 
^ 


The story of the horse's fall and re- 


covery -\\as a spectacular one. With- 
out any warning whatever, the ground 
gave way under the horse, and its hind 
legs sank three or tour feet down. 
Superintendent March was there, men 
having been at -work repairing the 
first cave-in, and before he and' the 
driver of the team could get boards 
to put under the animal it had sunk in 
till only its fore feet rested on the 
road. 
% 
A crowd quickly collected, and many 


suggestions 
were made, but none of 


them, were p-ractical, as the hole made 
by the horse was just large enough to 
fit the animal and It could not • be 
moved. 


Superintendent Marsh 
was in 
a 


quandry, and Dr. McDonell was sent 
for to shoot the horse, Mr. Marsh say- 
ing- that the city would settle the dam- 
ages. 


Before the doctor arrived, however, 


the novel suggestion was made by a 
Mr. Sanguinet, who was attracted to 
the scene by the crowd, that the horse' 
be dropped down to tne level off the 
archway, and then dragged through 
the arch down to the large cave-in a 
short distance below, where it could 
be easily brought to the street. Affairs 
were promptly placed in the hands of 
Mr. Sanguinet, who' carried his plan 
to a successful finish. The forefeet of the 
horse, which were resting on the street, 
were pushed over, and with a little as- 
sistance, the hole which had been made 
was enlarged so that the horse sank 
to the bottom of the broken arch. A 
man then went up through the arch 
t;-.,m below, ropes were attached to th£ 
ani'iial. and with its head above the 
•wa.tcr, the horse was dragged down, a 
distance t >f about 15 feet, to the large 
opening, where it was easily taken to 
the street level, some 10 feet above. 


The remarkable part of the episode 


was that the horse, after the first sur- 
prise at sinking down in th> road, re- 
mained perfectly quist. not struggling 
at all. When it w?" fins!!:- la,nded on 
the street, afew :-'teps \\ere ti'ken to be 
sure everythirg was all right, and then 
the horse walked calmly down t.7 where 
the wagon had been left when it was 


! unhitched. The owner explained this 


I intelligence on the part of the horse 
j by saying that once before, in Adams, 


the animal had gone into a culvert. 


The horse was taken to Flagg's 


stables and cared for by Dr. McDonnell. 
Aside from one scratch on the hind legs 
and a few minor bruises it is thought 
not to lie seriously injured. The har- 
ness was ruined, but the damages will 
not be large. 


The accident showed, however, that 


the entire arch will have to be torn 
up, ami. a viaduct put in. The total 
cost of the change will not be much 
i-vcr §300 it is- believed. 


NURSES' HOME GIVEN UP ~ 
COHOES TEAM REFUSED TO PLAY 


Cannot Be Built on Account of ,High 


Prices. Hospital Addition Instead

___ 


The proposed nurses' home at the 


hospital will not be built this year, on 
account of the high estimates for the 
building which were jeceived. Some 
time ago plans were prepared, the 
board of control having decided to go 
ahead at once. The board planned to 
spend not over $14,000 for the comple- 
ted building and it was thought that 
this figure would cover everything. But 
it was desired to erect a building large 
enough for future as well as present 
needs, and this, with the present high 
price of building materials, made the 
lowest estimate on the plans presented 
about $22,000. This the board felt en- 
tirely unable to undertake, and so at 
the regular 
meeting Saturday, 
the 


plans were given up. 
, 


Instead, there will bo put 
up this 


season an addition to the present hos- 
pital building, in the shape of an east 
wing-, to match and harmonoize with 
the Gallup memorial west wing. This 
\\iil be built to be used for the present 
for the nurses, but with an idea that 
with the future growth of the institu- 
tion, it may be turned into wards for 
hospital use, and that a nurses' home 
such as was planned for this year may 
then be erected. 


The new wing will be so constructed 


that it will not shut off the light and 
ventilation from the present building, 
a problem that has always prevented 
heretofore the consideration of such a 
change. For this reason it will not be 
exactly like the west wing, but will 
probably extend a little in front of the 
main building. 


Architect Barlow, whose plans for 


the nurses' home had been accepted, 
will prepare plans for the addition, and 
it is hoped that work can be begun 
within a short time. The addition can 
be erected at much less cost than, the 
separate building, and for the present 
will pro^ ide the much needed room for 
the nurses. 


At the meeting the board also deci- 


ded to put on the market the south- 


i western part of the. hospital lot.
